JUDGE JOHN SON’S CHARGE. 
The charge of Judge Johnson was ée- 
livered amidst profound silence and at- 
tention. As soon asit was completed, 
the court adjourned until 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, to enable the jury to pre- 
pare their presentments. The charge is 
as follows: 
Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen of the 
Grand Jury: 
Having been properly advised that a 
plot of insurrection, conceived and form- 
ed by a portion of the blacks, for the in- 
discriminate murder of the white port 
of this and other counties, has been de- 
tected and exposed, and that many have 
been arrested on the charge of complici- 
ty with the horrid design, I have called 
this special term, under the 3245th sec- 
tion of the code of Georgia, for the pur- 
pose of a full investigation, and the trial 
of those against whom, if any, bills of 
indictment may be found by your body’ 
Before entering upon the task before 
you, I wilisubmit to yous few remarks 
which may enable you to perform it in- 
telligently and in the proper spirit. 
Under our code (sections 4,815—4, 316) 
you have the definition of insurrection 
and the attempt to incite insurrection as 
follows: ‘‘Insurrection shall consist in 
ce to the lawful

lawful authority of the state, shall con- 
stitute an attempt to incite insurrection.” 
Under the 4,317th section of the code, 
the penalty for either is declared to be 
death, unless the jury trying the accus- 
ed recommend him to mercy, and then 
the penalty is confinement in the peni- 
ten not less than five, nor more than 
twenty-five years. You perceive from 
these definitions that a single individual 
cannot commit insurrection. The crime, 
from its nature, requires the joint action 
of twoor more.

Now aig fo the amount of prot ss 
sary to show a prima facte case of a 
can give you no definite rule, Each case 
must stand upon the testimony, viewed 
in connection with its attendant citcum- 
stances. But in all cases, the proof miust 
be sufficient tosatisfy your conscience 
and judgments, that the accused, accord- 
ing to that evidence, is guilty. 

On this point there is quite a conflict 
among the authorities. On the one hand 
it hus been contended that the grand jury 
should be satisfied of the guilt of the de- 
fendant. On the other hand, it has been 
insisted that in case there be ‘‘probable 
evidence the grand jury should find the 
bill, because it is but an accusation and 
the party is to be put upon his trial af- 
terwards.” 

In my judgment the safe and true rule 
is this: ee you were a petty jury 
trying the defendant, if the evidence be- 
fore you as a@ grand jury, be such, that if 
unexplained or uncontradicted, you 
would find him guilty, then you should 
find a true bill. To this, as well as to all 
other guestions,jthree kinds of evidence 
are applicable, to wit: direct, circum- 
stantial and presumptive. Direct evi- 
dence is that which immediately points to 
the ques‘ion in issue. Circumstantial 
evidence is that which only tends to es- 
tablish the issue by proof of various 

facts, sustained by their consistency with 
the hypothesis claimed. Presumptive 
evidence consists of inference drawn by 
human experience from the connection 
of cause and effect and observation of 
human conduct. In applying these vari- 
ous kinds of testimony to cases before 
you, you should first determine whether 
there is sufficient direct evidence if un- 
explained and uncontradicted to show 
that the accused is guilty. If so, find a 
“true bill,” or if there be no dircct evi- 
dence orif any, not enough, enquire 
whether there have been facts proved 
which by their consistency with the by- 
pothesis of guilt tend to establish the 
guilt of the accused and satisfy your 
consciences and judgments that accord- 
ing to.such evidence, uncontradicted and 
unexplained, heis guilty. If so, you 
should find a ‘“‘true bili”. Orifthere be

You have 
sworn that you will not present ap | one 
from envy, hatred or malice, nor lcave 
any one unpresented from fear, favor or 
reward or the hope thereof, but that you 
will present all things truly and as they 
come to your knowledge. This applies as 
well to your findings upon indictments, 
as to presentiments e on your own 
mere motion. This language addresses 
your moral sense and binds your con- 
sciences to the throne of eicrnal justice, 
which, by it, you call upon the Supreme 
Being to witness the solemn obligation 
into which you have entered. Then, the 
spirit that should animate you is that of 
strict impaftiality and fearless ness. 

Ordinarily this admonition would per- 
haps, be deemed unnecessary. But the 
circumstances which have brought us 
together, are well calculated to excite 
the indignation of the most prudent and 
self-possessed. It is impossible to con- 
template with complacency, a plot for 
wholesale, indiscriminate and secret mur- 
der of one race, by a part of the other 
race, which two constitute the elements 
of our social organization. It is diffi- 
cult to suppress a feeling of vindictive 
revenge ee those charged with thus 
plotting bloodshed and slaughter. But 
you and I are here in a judicial capacity 
to administer justice according to law and 
not according to human passions. We 
must not permit ourselves to be swayed 
in our conduct by any angry impulse, 
however natural, nor our judgments to 
be warped by the rumors which may 
have been circulated in reference to the 
alleged insurrection. Weare sworn to 
impartiality ; we are sworn to expel from 
our. bosoms evefy feeling of hatred or 
malice, or revenge; we are sworn to be 

ided by the light of truth and to en- 
orce the Jaw just as it is. 

Those who are alleged to have 
concocted this plot of insurrec- 
tion are colored ople—lately _ the 
slaves of the white race.

A MINISTER’S CONFESSION. 


The Rev. Mr. Dawson Opera es in 
Stucks and Love. 


‘‘Ministers are Men, and Love 18 
Blind’’«.2:A Quatrel with tbe 
Chaplain of a Female Sem- 
inaty-=--The Work of 
a Muiual Friend, 


The San Francisco Chronicle of Aug- 
ust 19th contains an interesting letter 
from Rev. T. W. Dawson, late pastor 
of a Presbyterian church in Brooklyn. 
For months past injurious rumors con- 
cerning Mr. Dawson have been circulat- 
ing in California, These rumors origin- 
ated with his brethren of the ministry, 
The allegations were that he had gam- 
bled in mining stocks, embezzled money 
entrusted to him, and given more atten- 
tion to an unmarried female of his con- 
gregation than was consistent with good 
morals. 

In his statement Mr. Dawson meets 
the charges definitely and squarely. He 
admits that he has been guilty of social 
indiscretion, and in regard to his stock 
operations regrets only that they did not 
pay. Unlike Beecher, he courts an in- 
vestigation, not only by his friends but 
by hi. enemies. He says: 

Asto my stock operations, I have 
always deemed myself at perfect liberty 
t>) invest my own money as I pleased, 
and without regard to other people’s 
wishes, well knowing that only the envi- 
ous would find fault with me for making 
money, or rejoiceif 1 lost it. Asto 
using the moneys of others in stocks, | 
have done so in a few instances wLere I 
thought I had trustworthy information, 
and wanted to aid and befriend those 
whom I deemed real friends. When I 
took any money in this way, 1t was with 
the understanding in most cases that I 
was to have half the profits, or stand all 
the loss. Andto make them secure in 
case of my death, I generally gave them 
my personal note, deeming myself at the 
same time entirely able to meet all such 
liabilities. Doing business in this way, 
all accounts were kept in my name as one 
account. And this wrecked me, for as 
soon as stocks depreciuted till they were 
worth a half or a fourth of what I gave 
for them, every one wanted the full 
amount of his money placed in my 
hands. 


MR. DAWSON TEMPTED. 


Mr. Dawson goes on to state that he 
arrived on the Paciffic coast with a letter 
of introduction from Dr. Atwater, of 
New York, to the Rev. D. W. Poor, D. 
D., professor in the San Franciso theo- 
logical seminary, chaplain of Mill’s fe- 
male seminary, and pastor of a church 
at San Leandro. He boarded at Poor’s 
house for two months, considerably over- 
paying his board bill. The Poor family 
seduced Mr. Dawson into stock gambling. 
Before going to thcir house he never 
owned a share of mining stock, but Mr. 
Poor gave some as security for money 
loaned. Stocks depreciated, and. Poor 
became anxious, and finally attached all 
the stocks in the hands of Dawson, 
forcing a sale and causing a severe loss 
to other creditors, who had sufficient 
confidence in Dawson tofrefrain from 
legal proceedings. Poor also weat be- 
fore the d jury, andtried to have 
Dawson indicted for embezzlement of the 
stock deposited as security for money ad- 
vanced. This Dawson denounces as 
“the most damning sin of all. He has 
thrust the dagger of public obloquy into 
the reputation of a trother—a man wh) 
tried to befriend him in his hour of need. 
He has put.a blot upon the life of one of 
Christ's ministers which neither tears nor 
prayers nor blood can wipe out. For a 
few paliry dollars, for the sake of filthy 
lucre, he has done all this. Not satisfied 
to know my money was gone, he has tried 
torob meof my name and position. 
Well did vi say: 

“A cursed thirst of gold, what hast thou 
not done to men!” 

‘He tries to brand me with a mark of 
disgrace, so that when I enter God’s own 
house all the people will turn around 
and stare at me, and say: ‘‘Oh fallen one 
why are you here!”
